A cover letter from Mary D. Tumilty, City Librarian, 
was dispatched to the Editor of the Sierra Madre News 
on Tiiurscfay, July 13. In the cover letter she called at¬ 
tention to attached letters numbering 45 that had been 
written becau.se of the concern of the individuals about 
'ilie antlcii>ated cuts in the library- budget. The cost of 
Xeroxing tht'se letters, which we’re sure were sent to other 
persons as well, could be well over $30. 

Tlio concern of tlie individuals in those letters can 
•be termed as lieing very genuine, as was the vote of 
over 3,000 voters on June 6, wlien tliej- voted to cut tlie 
exjH'nses of government, and tliis included the City of 
Sierra Madre.

Assemblymaiii John L. E. 
“Bud” Collier (R-San Gab¬ 
riel Valley), anticipating the 
passage of Proposition 13 
and its final impact on the 
State General Fund to sup¬ 
ply additional funds for the 
support of local schools, has 
asked the Legislative Coun¬ 
sel to draw an “ironclad” 
constitutional amendment to 
be .submitted at the General 
Election In November in 
order that, notwithstanding 
the source of revenues, local 
districts will be retained as 
we historically know them 
and shall have a,uthority for 
the expenditure of funds ap¬ 
propriated to them. 

The constitutional amend¬ 
ment, co-authored by As¬ 
semblyman Dennis Mangers, 
D-Huntington Beach, reads 
as follows: “Under existing 
law, the Legislature is auth- 
orizer to provide for the or¬ 
ganization and incorporation 
of school district and com¬ 
munity college districts and 
is further permitted to auth¬ 
orize the governing boards 
of such districts to act in 
a manner not In conlUct 
with the laws or purposes 
for which such districts are 
established. 

“This measure would re¬ 
quire the Legislature to pro¬ 


vide, by general law, for the 
organization and incorpera- 
tion of school districts and 
community college districts, 
and would require it to pro¬ 
vide for the govennance of 
such districts by governing 
boards elected by the voters 
of tlie districts. This mea¬ 
sure would also give such 
governing boards exclusive 
co,ntrol over the internal 
affairs of the district.”

Calling it the kind of Irresponsible spending which 
led to passage of the Jarvis-Gann initiative, the chair- 
man of a private cltiMns group, the Southern California 
Transportation Action Committee (SCTAC), has demanded 
the immediate termination of the county - funded El 
Camino — a passenger train from Los Angeles, to San 
Diego. 

“Proposition 13’s landslide victory is clearly a man¬ 
date to government to trim the fat from the budget." 
declared Virgil Waters, chairman of the transportation 
group. "1 can’s see how the Supervisors can justify the 
continued exp>enditure of taxpayers’ dollars on this money- 
wasting project when funds for education, fire and police 
protection and other vital services are being cut,” the 
SCTAC official Chided. 

The county spent $2.1 million to purchase the eight 
pa.ssenger cars and contributed another $400,000 as its 
share of the $1.25 million taxpayer subsidy for the six- 
month test which is scheduled to expire in August. 

Waters disclosed that figiurt*s obtained from an Am 
trak source show a continuing revenue loss for the train 
which his been poorly patronized since its debut last Feb¬ 
ruary. According to Waters, the latest available riderahip 
figures reveal that it cost an average of $42.60 per pas 
senger carried one-way between Los Angeles an<J San 
Diego during the week of June 4 through June 10. 

“How many firemen or teachers’ salaries could be 
underwritten wifh the money wasted on this boondoggle,” 
he questioneCf. 

Waters went on to point out that the taxpayers of 
Los Angeles County are subsidizing the affluent resi- 
den s of Orange and San Diego counties since the train’s 
first stop after leaving Union Station is Fullerton. 

Waters indicated that lie no! only was calling on 
the Board to withhold future funding of the San Diegan 
train, but also to drop its latest “Choo-Choo” train pro- 
po.sal — a passenger train between Oxnard in Ventura 
County and Los Angeles. 'The SCTAC director warned that 
the taxpayers of Los Angeles County would not look with 
favor on this idea either. 

The Supervisors, with Calirans, recently filed a com 
plaint with the California Public Utilities Commission 
se«*kng to force the Southern Pacific railroad to run the 
county’s eight pa.ssengt'r cars on tliis route. 

“It's Inconceivable, not only in view of Prop. 13. but 
with the statis.ical evidence of the failure of the San 
Diegan experiment, that the Board would pursue this ; 
exerci.se in excess. If they do, it will be a flagrant dis¬ 
regard for the will of U»e people as expressed on June 
6,” he indicated. 

“We can only hope that our County administrators 
will reconsider this action and lnv€*st the people’s tax 
dollars in more purposeful pmgrams,” Waters concUiderT.

Many state and local officials, along with several 
California new-spai^rs. are now pushing for a new con 
stl utional amendment to restrict the Jarvis-Gann tax 
limitation to homeowmers or to residential properties only. 

Even if the Leglslatune does not move to place a 
split-roll amendment on the general election ballot by 
the August 15 effective deadline, the threat of an initia¬ 
tive by popular pe.ition will remain. Pi*lic employee 
groups, organized labor, and various public officials at 
the state and local level are certain to organize a signa¬ 
ture-gathering drive to cut by half or more the costs of 
Jarvis-Gann property tax relief. 

Adding pressure to the push for a split-roll property 
tax sys.em in California is the state’s $5 billion ball-out 
of local government, an action wliich may well create a 
major state-local revenue gap next year. 

Although most legislators appear reluctant to run 
for re election in November on a platform that partially 
repeads Jarvis-Gann. Governor Brown and other legisla¬ 
tive leaders now speak on the split-roll concept as "pre¬ 
mature” rather than ill-advised. If non-homeowner re¬ 
lief under Jarvis-Gann were repealed, however, home 
owers would have a minor 15 per cent stake in the total 
proper.y tax -burden, a percentage figure that would de¬ 
cline toward negligibility annually. Under such circum¬ 
stances, homeowners would have little Inientave to con¬ 
trol local spending, and non-homeowners and commercial 
proper,y owers would have to prepare for a new round of 
tax gouging. 

Perhajw most distressing, however, is the fact that 
owners of business and agricultural properties, faced with 
the throat of a split-roll Uiat would retrieve $4 billion in 
recen ly won relief, will be less than eager to commit 
themselves to the kinds of investment Initiatives that 
could deliver long-term economic benefits to everyone. 

An alternative to the split roll — which would raise 
taxes — is another kind of constitutional amendment, 
which would rccfuce government spending. Endorsed as a 
general concept by Governor Brown but draf.ed in detail 
by S ate Senator Geirge Deumejian, the proposal tSCA 42) 
w’ould place a constitutional limitation on .state and local 
expenditures in California. Beginning with the 1979-80 
fiscal year, s ate and local goverinents could spend no 
more than what they spent during the prior year, ad¬ 
justed for Inflation and population growtli, unless the 
vo.ers were to give specific approval for a spending 
overrun. 

Deukemejian’s measure wag approved by the state 
Senate eight days after the voters approveef Proposition 
13 and is now in the Assembly, where i!s future is un¬ 
certain. 

Because of the new limits on the proi)erty tax as a 
source of government revenues, the pressure is now on 
other tax sources, most predominantly the state sales 
and Income taxes, two revenue sources which have grown 
at roughly twice the rate of the property tax over the past 
ten years. 

Without a reasonable limit of some kind on state 
and local spending, California taxpayers may well see an 
acutal enlargement of tht total tax burden over the next 
few years, as state and local governmens seek non¬ 
proper,y tax sources to negate the Proposition 13 reve¬ 
nue loss.

I’m sure you have hiked water stridors! This only 
the higher foothills or moun- Inwches the surface, for 
tains and have looked down there are many more ani¬ 
on a glistcining, meandering mals that live in the stream 
ribbon of water far below! and ponds! Wade In and ex- 
Naturally, from your lofty plore! It’s exciting and in¬ 
elevation it’s difficult to see triguing! 
any sign of life in that 
river! Even walking direct¬ 
ly alongside of it can be a 
disappointment. I feel one 
has to become a part of that 
stream to begin to see the 
wanders of it! So why not 
take off the shoes and care- 
fuliy wade throxigh its cool 
depths! Carefully, for many 
stream animals are shy. 

And realize, too, that most 
of them are very small . . . 
some even mlcrosco pic! 

Finally, understand that 
you. a giant, are invading 
their water environme.n t; 
care must be taken to keep 
from stepping on them or 
destroying their homes. 

The search is on! Quick, 
look to your right . . . there 
on that calm pool just 
low the rapids; something 
like a spider gliding across 
the surface ol the water! 

It’s a water strider, a.n in¬ 
sect capable of staying on 
the surface ... not break¬ 
ing that thin film of ten¬ 
sion on the water! They are 
predators in search of small¬ 
er insects. Some water strid¬ 
ors have wings . . . and can 
fly away when their stream 
dries up. 

I usually wade in the 
stream wearing old tennis 
shoes. Rut for those of you 
wading barefooted watch out 
for the giant water hug! 

With powerful hooked front 
legs they catch their prey 
. . . eveoi the big toes of 
unsuspecting waders! They 
can be found swimm i n g 
the rocks in search
